SELECTMEN?S REPORT 


Much has happened in the Orford Town Office since last March. 
The retirement of a most dedicated Selectman, the completion of our 
Tax Mapping project, the reorganization of our Police Department, 
the improvement of the Huckin's Hill road, the purchase of a sander 
body, and the construction of a Town vault are but a few of the proj- 
ects that have occupied this Board on their many nightly meetings. 

For the last 39 years, the Town has benefitted from the work of 
Glenn Pease. This year, because of ill health, the Town has had to 
assume the many tasks that were performed in Glenn's kitchen. Need- 
less to say, these tasks have not been easy for the two veterans and 
one greenhorn that tackled them. The Board of Selectmen wish to 
thank Glenn for all that he has given the Town of Orford and the Board 
of Selectmen and wish him the best of luck in his retirement. 

After several years of work, the Tax Mapping program has 
finally been implemented. As many of you can see, we have incorpo- 
rated this work into our tax billing procedure. This project resolves 
the questions of acreage and enables the assessment to more ac- 
curately approximate reality. Without the assistance of Gordon Hul- 
brook, this project could not have been completed as thoroughly and 
as inexpensively. The Board of Selectmen owe a sincere thanks to 
Gordon. 

Because of the significant increase in vandalism, break-ins and 
general horse-play on the roads in Orford resulting in several 
fatalities, we have restructured our Police Department. After a long 
and exhaustive search of the residents of Orford, we decided to ap- 
point Leon C. Marsh Jr. as a police officer in Orford. Edward G. 
Gould Jr. was appointed as Chief of Police. These appointments, 
coupled with the existing police force, it is hoped, will make an ef- 
fective police force and reduce the cost of repairing the vandalism 
done to Town properties. We hope that this will not be a problem in 
1980. 

The major projects in the Highway Department this year were the 
acquisition of a new sander body through the State Highway Subsidy 
program and the improvement of the Huckin's Hill road, also with 
State monies. The new sander body greatly increased the efficiency 
of the road crew. It does a better job with less sand as well as allow- 
ing one man to safely and effectively sand the Town roads. We sig- 
nificantly improved the Huckin's Hill road. This road will now be 
much easier to maintain, saving the Town money both in winter and 
summer maintenance. 

Finally, we proceeded with construction of a fireproof vault. 

This will provide safe and accessible storage for our many Town 
records. There is, however, much work to be done in sorting and 
shelving our Town records to make use of this facility. 

1979 proved to be a busy and eventful year. The next year prom- 
ises to bring not only new problems, issues and answers, but also new 
faces. We will again say good-by to a long term Selectman, George 
Tullar, who after 18 years of service, will also be greatly missed.

ORFORD VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Over the years the Fire Department has spent a considerable 
amount of its funds for trucks, equipment, and supplies; beyond the 
amount budgeted by the town for fire protection.

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REPORT) OF tORE ORD chi CANNING BOARD 


The Orford Planning Board has met at regular intervals through- 
out the year. Our purpose: To protect and preserve for the citizens of 
Orford the Town's future, its growth and its proper and just develop- 
ment. 

The Board is now in the process of setting up a master plan so as 
to comply with a bill passed by the New Hampshire Legislature, RSA 
231:10, so that we might receive $600,000.00 worth of highway con- 
struction on N.H. Route 25-A, beginning about 0.2 mile east of Quint 
Town Road and running easterly about 3 miles. 

The application of the Boy Scouts of America, North Bay Council 
to subdivide all but 137 acres which they are keeping, the balance to 
Webville Enterprises, Inc. of Weston, Mass. has been approved by 
the Board. 

The application of Stevenson-Northland, Inc., the second phase of 
Stonehouse Mountain Subdivision. Approximately 600 acres to be sub- 
divided into the following: 5 twenty acre parcels, 1 one hundred acre 
parcel, and 1 four hundred acre parcel. This subdivision is located 
on both sides of Stonehouse Mountain Road. This road to be brought 
up to Town's specifications, and when we receive the final plat, we 
will hold a public hearing. 

We have received ten applications, for single residential parcels, 
which have been approved by the Board. 

The Board encourages anyone with questions to seek out a board 
member or to attend a Planning Board meeting, which is held on the 
third Monday of each month in the Town Office in Orfordville at 7:30 
P,M. These meetings are open to the public.

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REEOR DL OF GRAF TON COUN TWMGOMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying 
citizens of Grafton County, we, the Grafton County Commissioners, 
are writing to you through your individual town or municipal reports. 

Last year (1978-79) the total county tax raised was $1,977,142. 
These monies were appropriated by the County Delegation and admin- 
istered by the Commissioners. Some of the ways this money was spent 
was in maintenance of our courthouse, nursing home, county farm, 
sheriff's department, jail and house of correction, social welfare, etc. 

The average number of patients in our nursing home is 140. The 
average daily census of the Jail/House of Correction is 25. We hada 
total of 349 inmates in the Jail and 114 inmates in the House of Cor- 
rection during our fiscal year. 

In addition to providing food for the nursing home complex and 
agricultural services for the community, the farm also continually 
shows a profit. In our fiscal year 1979 the farm profit was $60, 654, 
due in part to sales of pigs at $5,500, cows at $27,000, wood at 
$1,800, hay at $2,100, milk at $135,444 and produce at $48,129. 

We have completed Phase Il-Design of the sewage project and 
anticipate beginning construction under Phase Ilinthe spring. The 
total overall cost of the project is approximately $540,000 of which 
$400,000 is federal grant, $110,000 State share and $30,000 County 
share. 

We are making an effort to conserve energy, particularly in the 
courthouse building, and are taking a hard look at any modifications 
in this so-called "modern" facility that will make it a less expensive 
consumer of fuel. 

A trial dispatching service was instituted for 16 area fire de- 
partments and probably will be made a permanent function during the 
latter part of 1979. A yearly fee is charged for this service. 
| Grafton County employs 230 people of whom we are very proud. 
It is because of these people that Grafton County continues to operate 
efficiently and within budget. 
| There are many other concerns that we, the Commissioners, 
deal with. We invite the citizens of Grafton County to take part in any 
of our regular meetings held each Monday morning at the courthouse 
in North Haverhill.

AGREEMENT dated this 2nd day of January 1980 by and between 
UPPER VALLEY REGIONAL EMERGENCY MEDICAL CARE SER- 
VICE, c/o Hanover Fire Station, Hanover, New Hampshire (herein- 
after referred to as ''UPPER VALLEY") and the TOWN OF ORFORD, 
N. H. (hereinafter referred to as TOWN). 

In consideration of the mutual undertakings set forth below the 
parties agree as follows: 

1. UPPER VALLEY agrees to provide ambulance service to the 

TOWN. 


2. Term of this Agreement: January l, 1980 - December 31, 1980. 

3. Payment for services: TOWN agrees to pay UPPER VALLEY 
an amount equal to $3.50 per capita based on the population of 
the TOWN as determined in the most recent area census. 

This amount will be paid quarterly with the first payment to 
be made on March 15, 1980. 

4. Charges for use: UPPER VALLEY will bill users of the am- 
bulance service, based on the schedule of fees attached to 
this Agreement. 

5. Town's guarantee; UPPER VALLEY will bill all users for the 
user fees as set forth in the schedule attached to the Agree- 
ment. In the event that a user does not pay within ninety days 
of the original billing date, then UPPER VALLEY will bill the 
TOWN for such unpaid charges. TOWN agrees to pay such un- 
paid charges.within thirty days of receipt of the bill. In the 
event of such payment by the TOWN, it shall have the right to 
collect from the user. 

6. Termination of agreement; In the event of default by the 
TOWN to meet its obligations under this Agreement, UPPER 
VALLEY shall have the right to notify the TOWN in writing 
that service under this Agreement shall be terminated thirty 
days after the receipt of such notice. After the expiration of 
such thirty day period, UPPER VALLEY shall be under no ob- 
ligation whatsoever to continue to provide service to the 
TOWN. The Town's liability for unpaid charges as set forth in 
paragraph 5 shall continue beyond the date of such termination 
for all unpaid charges incurred by UPPER VALLEY prior to 
the date of termination.

Dear Residents of the Town of Orford: 


We at Cottage Hospital are requesting your financial support of 
two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars for the purchase of new or 
replacement equipment used in the diagnosis and care of patients. 

The past year at Cottage Hospital marked several milestones 
that strengthened your community hospital. We began our seventy- 
fifth year with an operating budget designed to stabilize costs and 
improve the financial well-being of the hospital. From what we 
learned from our first budget we have corrected our mistakes and 
hope to do better this year. Our medical staff grew with the addition 
of our own surgeon. His service allows many surgical procedures to 
be done here rather than having the patient sent out of town and away 
from family and friends. 

Last year the hospital treated 8, 334 patients: Of this total 7, 046 
were treated as out-patients and 1, 288 were admitted for treatment 
and care that required a stay of at least twenty-four hours. With our 
hospital serving communities of two adjoining states it is interesting 
to note that 58.2% of our patients come from New Hampshire and 
41.8% are from Vermont. Our service has no boundaries. 

The Cottage Hospital has asked for community support in the 
past and we shall ask for your continued support this year and in the 
future. Your dollars do not go for salaries and supplies, however. 
Our operating budget must provide these funds necessary to operate 
the facility. The requests to the towns are specifically for new and 
replacement equipment used in the diagnosis and treatment of patients. 
In our asking for your support we would ask that you recognize us for 
the important economic asset we are to the community. 

This year $1,131,323 will come into Cottage Hospital as federal 
revenue for Medicare services. This represents our tax dollars 
returning to our own community. The $537,379 we receive from Blue 
Cross and other insurance plans also represents a return of insurance 
premiums that we, or our employers, have sent out of the community. 
These dollars return to the hospital and again re-enter our economy 
as wages and services purchased here. Very few industries are as 
efficient in recycling our dollars. 

I look forward to the new year and the challenges of the 80's. I 
am confident that with your support and guidance Cottage Hospital will 
grow stronger, returning to the community better health care at a 
reasonable cost.

RSA 76:11 provides for delivery of the list (warrant) to the collector 


within thirty days of receipt of approval of the tax rate unless for 


good cause the time is extended by the department. The collector 
shall within thirty days after receipt of the warrant from the select- 
men (assessors) send out the tax bills unless for good cause the 
time is extended by this department. 


RSA 76:ll-a Information Required. The tax bill which is sent to every 
person taxed, or his agent, if known, as provided in section 11, shall 
show the rate of municipal, school and county taxes separately, and 
each bill shall also show the assessed valuation of all lands and build- 
ings for which said person is being taxed. The 1978 rate breakdown 
reflects a proportionate share of the Reimbursement a/c Property 
Exempted by 1970 Special Session for each unit of government, 


RSA 76:13 provides that interest at 9% per annum shall be charged on 
all taxes except resident taxes not paid on or before December 1, ex- 
cept that in the case where a tax bill was sent to a taxpayer on or 
after November 2 and before April lst, interest shall not be charged 
until 30 days after the bills are mailed. The collector shall state on 
the bill the date from which interest will be charged. 


The tax bill which you mail must contain the date from which interest 
will be charged and this date is determined by the date you send the 
last bill on the list committed to you. It is also required by statute 
that you notify this department in writing of the date on which you 


_ send the last tax bill. We enclose a form for this purpose.

Our nurse, Barbara Dyke, made a total of 321 nursing visits to 
Piermont and Orford. Piermont contracts with the OCHS for public 
health nursing and our arrangement is mutually agreeable. 

Of the total 321 visits, 237 of these were to people of ages 65 or 
over. 

During our well-child clinics we saw 69 children, 85% of which 
are getting regular check-ups and immunizations at these clinics. We 
continue to offer blood pressure screening for adults, as wellas 
physicals, immunizations, blood tests and speech evaluation for 
children at no charge. These clinics are offered on even months in 
Orford and odd months in Lyme. 

Blood pressure clinics are held every Thursday from 9:30 -10:30 
at the Elm Corner Market and every Tuesday at the 4-Corner Store 
in Piermont from 1:00 - 2:00. No appointment is needed. A total of 
222 blood pressures were taken at these mini clinics. 

Mrs. Dyke's office hours are Monday and Tuesday mornings and 
Thursday afternoons. The office phone is 353-4853 and her home 
phone is 353-9885. 

Many thanks to all who volunteered their time and effort to the 
success of the OCHS activities, and also to Barbara Dyke, our Nurse, 
for doing such a fine job!

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My annual report for 1979-80 includes many of the highlights 
of the school year. 

Three new faculty members joined the Orford School District 
in the fall of 1979: Robin Colson, music; Henry Cooley, Middle School 
science; and Al Kobe, High School science. 

Teachers have completed skills sequences in language arts and 
mathematics for grades 1-8 that set minimum competencies for those 
subjects. The first testing on these competencies was administered in 
September with another testing scheduled in May. The results of 
these tests will be shared with the Orford School Board and public in 
September of 1980. 

The Orford Parents Club has generously donated new basket- 
ball uniforms and materials for use in the learning disabilities pro- 

ram. 
i The Orford P. T. A. completed its tennis and basketball 
court area for the school and the community. 


The school appreciates the time and effort expended by both 
these active organizations for the benefit of the school and our stu- 
dents. 

The school activities were busy with a complete athletic pro- 


gram. Extra-curricular activities included the high school annual 
musical drama, the yearbook, and the all-school gymnastics program. 
These activities afford opportunities for participation by many of the 
students. 

The girls' basketball team was invited to the N.H.i, A.A. 
annual state tournament. Although we lost in the first game, we were 
proud of the game they played and the school spirit they displayed. 

The art program has been expanded to the Orfordville School 
this year. Mrs. Hoffman now teaches one grade of art there each 
morning. 

Our high school property maintenance class has completed 
several projects for the school. They have made bookcases, installed 
student lockers, and completed minor repairs. This class is under

A coliege information session was sponsored by the guidance

A ruling has been received from the office of the Attorney General 
stating that vital record information can be included in town reports. 
This clarifies a question that has been causing concern since the 1977 
legislation was enacted that governs access to vital records. 

It is recommended that such information should not include items 
of a personal or confidential nature. The following guidelines have 
been prepared by the Registrar for your consideration in this regard. 


Type of record Items that may be Included in the Town Report 


Marriage date of event, groom's name and place of resi- 
dence, bride's name and place of residence. 


Birth date of event, child's name, name of father, 
name of mother, place of birth 


Death date of event, name of deceased, place of 
death, name of father, maiden name of mother 


A request from a resident that a particular vital event be omitted 
from the town report should always be granted. 

This ruling should be useful and timely with the annual printing of 
town reports about to take place. For your further information, there 
is no longer a state requirement for the inclusion of vital records in 
the town report. That statute was repealed several years ago. 
Whether you include vital events in your particular town report is a 
question to be decided locally. 
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
